S 
OFT maple bud* and honey bees arc awakened simultan­ 
eously by the March sunshine. The blossoms hang out 
advertisements of color and nectar and the bees, hungry af­ 
ter their winter sleep, are eager customers. Song sparrows 
are now traveling leisurely across country back to Canada. 
They art stopping for a time 
along 
the brush-bordered 
streams. 
It is a pleasure to hear them sing. 
Robins and 
bluebirds are appearing plentifully and while they are still 
mort or lea? hi flocks they will soon aeparate in pairs and 
set tip housekeeping—the robins in mud-Hned bungalows 
and the bluebirds in the little frame cottages provided by 
Bern Scants and others or in tree cavities. 
The willow bas taken on its golden hue of early spring, 
the pussy willows have shed the scales covering their cat­ 
kins and the fnrxy white buds are glistening in the sun. The 
March cold snap with its attendant flurry of snow is a try- 
hig time for early bird migrants. 
At such times they hud­ 
dle iii evergreen trees or crawl back of the Overhanging turf 
of stream banks. 
Out in the woods the pointed leaves of 
dogtooth violets push through the mold and buds of spring 
beauty abow touches of color. 
Owl’s eggs have already 
hatched and the furry youngsters cuddle together in the nest 
waiting for food to keep them warm and make them grow. 
On bright days the woodchuck may be seen scurrying across 
same sun-warmed spot on a foraging tour from his burrow. 
Crappie are emerging from the deep water of their winter hid­ 
ing and are moving about in schools, hungry for the fisher­ 
man’s bait. Crocus have pushed their buds above the sod to 
tell us spring is here. Squirrels mate and broed early and their 
bathes are already established. Courtship has begun among 
the birds; chickadees sing their "Sweet-day” song, titmice 
call ‘Peter, Peter, Peter,1** cardinals mount to a tree top and 
call 'Theodore, Theodore, what cheer, what cheer;*' while 
flickers bob to each other and drum on a dead tree. 


March and April are the months in which to observe 
the swelling buds and see them shed their fuzzy wrappers. 
Some of the wrapper scales are beautifully colored as are 
the buds of the hickory and the buckeye* What a thrilling 
sight it would be, to the lover ofo the out of doors, if the 
spring awakening of buds and bulks and seeds 
could 
be 
magnified before our vision so that we might see them push 
and twist and strain in their effort to burst forth into life 
and beauty.

It la a curious

S 
OFT maple bud* and honey bees are awakened simultan­ 
eously br the March sunshine. The blossoms hang out 
advertisements of color and nectar and the bees, hungry af­ 
ter their winter aleerp, ane eager customers. Song sparrows 
are now traveling leisurely across country back to Canada. 
They ere stopping for a time along the brush-bordered 
streams 
It is a pleasure to hear them stag. 
Robins and 
bluebirds are appearing plentifully and while they are still 
m ore or less in flock* they witl aeon separate in pairs and 
aet up housekeeping—the robins in mud-lined bungalows 
and the bluebirds in the little frame cottage® provided by 
Brrr SrrmtA and others or in tree cavities. 
The willow bas taken on its golden hue of eariv spring, 


the pussv willows have shed the scales covering their cat­ 
kins and the furry white buds are glistening in the sun. The 
March cold snap with ita attendant flurry of snow is a try­ 
ing time for early bird migrants. At such times they bud­ 
die hi evergreen trees or crawl back of the overhanging turf 
af stream banks.

Crocus have pushed their buds above the sod to 
tell us spring is here. Squirrels mate and breed early and their 
bathes are already established. Courtship has begun among 
the birds; chickadees sing their MSweet-day' song, titmice 
call ‘Peter, Peter, Peter," cardinal! mount to a tree top and 
call *Theodore, Theodore, what cheer, what cheer;*' while 
flickers bob to each other and drum on a dead tree. 
March and April are the months in which to observe 
the swelling buds and see them shed their fuzzy wrappers. 
Some of the wrapper scales are beautifully colored as are 
the buds of the hickory and the buckeye* What a thrilling 
sight it would be, to the lover ofo the out of doors, if the 
spring awakening of buds and bulks and seeds could 
be 
magnified before our vision so that we might see them push 
and twist and strain in their effort to burst forth in to life 
and beauty.

MORE INTELLIGENT 


BUYING NEEDED TO 
STABILIZE BUSINESS 


Babson Park, Florida, March 30 
Prices have again turned upward. Var­ 
ious com m odity indices and the cost 
of living figures show that the aver- I 
age is rising. 
T he question as to the ! 
effect of this tendency ou general bus- j 
loess was put today to Roger VV. Bab 
son, the statistician and econom ist. 
"The first effect of rising price* is 
a stim ulant to business,” says the stat J 
isticiac. “W hen things start to go up 
the people who- have been waiting buy. 
Manufacturers also stock up with ma- , 
terials. 
A* the m ovem ent continues, 
however, the sam e tendency becom es 
a brake on business. When prices get j 
above th# level that m ost people con- ] 
sider fair value, they stop buying alto­ 
gether. 
As a m atter of fact the aver 
age buyer goes at the thing in bap 
hazard fashion. 
Statistics have their use* but also ! 
their abuses. 
T he cost of living in- J 
dices are useful to the statistician; 
but are often dangerous in the hands) 
of the laym en. 
F isher’s Index is prob­ 
ably the best price index in existence 
today being 
weighted scientifically. 
Even this, however, must be used with 
discretion. W hen the Fisher, the Brad- 
street, or any other price index shows 
an increase it should bo remembered 
that this applies only to the average 
of all com m odities. 
W hen w e pur­ 
chase com m odities we do not buy the 
average list, but w o buy specific ar­ 
ticles. 
Therefore, altho it is w ell to 
watch F isher’s Index, yet the im port 
ant thing when purchasing Is to study 
Hie position of the specific com m odity 
or article which one is purchasing. 
Numerous 
illustrations m ight be 
given showing that although the gen­ 
eral price Index has risen, all prices 
have not risen. For instance, one can 
obtain more actual value for a dollar 
today when purchasing an autom obile 
than at any previous time in history. 
Not only are the autom obiles lower 
priced, but the quality, durability, and 
efficiency are being m aterially increas­ 
ed. 
This does not mean that automo­ 
biles may not be further reduced In 
price. 
They probably will be as tim e 
goes on, but even at the sam e price 
one w ill be getting more in actual 
value in 1925 than in any previous 
year. This sam e fact applies to tires, 
oil, gasoline, batteries, and practically 
all accessories connected 
with this 
growing industry. 
"Another 
illustration 
of 
low ering I 
prices is the electric current which we 
use for lighting, power and other pur­ 
poses. 
W hile the securities of light 
und power com panies have been going 
up, the price of the commodity itself 
has been goiug down. 
In this respect, 
the electric power business Is just the 
opposite of the telephone business. 
The cost of th e latter increases per 
unit as the telephone subscribers in - 1 
crease in number; 
but the cost of, 
electric power d e c r e a se i*‘r unit as 
the amount used increases. Electricity 
for light and power is being bought 
for less today than in any tim e in its 
history, and even lower prices w ill be 
introduced in many com m unities dur­ 
ing 1925. 
Among the household com ­ 
modities there is sugar which every­ 
one uses and which is selling for less | 
today, with the exception of late 1921 
and early 1922, than It has for nine 
years. 
"Without doubt the American people 
need to be educated In connection with 
buying- The advertisem ent which at­ 
tracts them into the store has been 
developed until it can be depended 
upon for alm ost certain results. The 
sales person is carefully and thorough­ 
ly trained. 
The selling of goods has 
become a fine science but very little 
has been done to help the public to 
buy intelligently. 
As a result of this 
people buy everything when they ere 
flush, and then stop alm ost entirely 
and buy as little as possible. This Is 
one cause of our successive periods of 
prosperity and depression. 
The aver­ 
age buyer, w hether a man or a wo­ 
man, is a good deal like the brake­ 
man on a railroad train. If som e lone 
passenger su ggests that the car is too 
cool the brakeman turns on all the 
beat and shuts the ventilators. The 
car stays that w ay until som eone sug­ 
gests that th e car is getting too warm; 
then the brakem an turns off all the 
heat and opens wide the ventilators. 
"There is • alw avs som e com m odity 
or article that is too high and careful 
buyers restrict their purchases of such 
a product until It comes down 
in 
price. 
On the other hand. there is 
always som e article that is 
selling 
around norm al or even below the cost 
of production. 
Certain lines of shoes 
are an illustration of such an article 
today. 
W hen such a condition exists, 
careful buyers w ill purchase all they 
need for som e tim e to come, even tho 
the Price Tndet, -which is the average 
for all articles, is higher than ever.
